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- Civil Rights Divisic^ requests 
we interview appropriate uureau personnel 
concerning comments made in correspondence 
from Bernard Fensterwald, attorney for 
James Earl Ray. Fensterwald asserts that 
based on correspondence of George McMillan 
which he obtained, authors Gerold Frank, 

William Bradford Huie and McMillan have had 
access to FBI reports in the King assassination 
case. In the letter referred to, McMillan 
states "sometime before I write this section 
I am going to Memphis and look at the FBI 
file on the case; that’s been made available 
to me. Knowing what I know some of the 
things in that file might look different to 
me from what they looked to Frank and Huie." 

Bufiles show McMillan has contacted the 
Bureau previously for information on the Ray 
case and other Civil Rights cases and there , 
is no indication that he has been furnished 
information by the Bureau from Bureau 
files. Our files do show that in January, 

1971 , in response to his request for data 
in the Ray case, the divil Rights Division 
-of- the Department advised McMillan that the 
only information which could be made 
available to him consisted of documents filed 
on behalf of the states of Tennessee and 
Missouri in the extradition proceeding against 
Ray in British Court. 

Appropriate personnel at the Bureau and 
in the Memphis Office advise that 
they have no information that Bureau reports 
were furnished McMillan, Frank or Huie in 
this matter. 

,It is recommended we interview McMillan 
and pin this down and upon receipt of 
results. Civil Rights Division and Fensterwald 
will be appropriately advised 
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
